To  H.  L.  Wyman,  Constable  of  the  Plantation  of  Brighton  in 
the  County  of  Somerset.  Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine  you  are  hereby  required 
to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  plantation  of 
Brighton  qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  plantation  affairs  to  meet 
at  Farrin's  hall  in  said  plantation  On  Monday  the  14th  day  of 
March  A.  D.  1910  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  on  the 
following  articles  to  wit : 

Art.    1.   To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  the  following  plantation  officers: 
Plantation  Clerk,  Assessors,  Treasurer,  Collector,  School  Com- 
mittee, Supervisor  of  Schools,  one  or  more  Road  Commis- 
sioners, Land  Agent,  and  all  other  necessary  plantation  of- 
ficers for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  plantation  will 
vote  and  raise  for  the  support  of  school. 

Art.  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  plantation  will 
vote  and  raise  for  school  text  books. 

Art.  5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Plantation  will  vote 
and  raise  for  repair  of  schoolhouses. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Plantation  will  vote 
and  raise  to  pay  Plantation  officers. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Plantation  will  vote 
and  raise  for  the  repairs  of  roads  and  bridges. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Plantation  will  vote  yes  or  no  upon 
the  adoption  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  112  of  the  Public  Laws 
Of  Maine  for  the  year  1907  as  amended  by  chapter  69,  Public 
Laws  of  1909  relating  to  the  appropriation  of  money  necessary 
to  entitle  the  Plantation  to  state  aid  for  highways  for  the  year 
1910. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Plantation  will  raise  and  appropriate 
in  addition  to  the  amount  regularly  raised  and  appropriated  for 
the  care  of  ways,  highways  and  bridges,  the  sum  of  $200.00  being 
the  maximum  amount  which  the  Plantation  is  allowed  to  raise 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  112  of  the  P.  L.  of  Maine  for  the 
year  1907  as  amended  by  chapter  69  Public  Laws  of  1909. 
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Art  10.  To  see  if  the  plantation  will  vote  and  raise  $50.00 
to  pay  on  school  land  funds. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  plantation  will  vote  and  raise  money 
to  build  a  school  house  in  the  village. 

Art.  12.  To  Transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting. 

The  Assessors  give  notice  that  they  shall  be  in  session  for 
the  purpose  of  correcting  the  list  of  voters  in  said  plantation 
and  hearing  and  deciding  upon  applications  of  persons  claiming 
to  have  their  names  entered  upon  said  list  at  Farrin's  hall  in 
said  plantation  of  Brighton  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  on 
the  day  of  said  meeting.
